The County Office of Education set up the day centers 
in 1979 as an extension of the juvenile court programs. The 
office now runs seven centers throughout the county to 
take care of students who are in temporary foster homes, 
on probation, or chronically truant. 

About 40 percent, Delcollo said, have been in trouble 
with the law, but students with a history of violence are not 
admitted.

Although the four-member group has been performing 
original improvisational plays in the Bay Area for theater 
audiences, health professionals and mental patients since 
1979, “The Road Back” is the group’s first made-for-TV 
production.

.““You just have to take it step by step and work at it,” 
said Nataki Abernathy, a woman in her mid-30’s who.has 
been an active member of the group. “You don’t get well 
overnight. 

“Tt’s hard when you first get out of the hospital, espe- 
cially if you’re used to working and now you’re unem- 
ployed and don’t feel capable of handling a job. It’s a job 
just to get in touch with yourself, and it’s necessary to take 
the time (and) find out what you'd like to do.” 

Getting back in touch with themselves and others in 
their community is a common theme throughout “The 
Road Back.” The production itself is made up of a series of 
vignettes that reflect some of the difficulties group mem- 
bers experience in the everyday world, : 

Norman Awill, a producer. for the East Bay Media 
Center who invited Beyond Analysis to perform for Tele- 
vents, said that these difficulties are ones most people ex- 
perience in their lives, although to a lesser degree. 

“For people who have had troubles,”’ he said, ‘I hope 
this show will encourage them to keep on struggling. Seeing 
Beyond Analysis is visible proof that (things) do get bet- 
ter,”

School board approves voluntary program

LBANY — Next year young- 
Sters in the Albany schools will 
have an opportunity to partici- 
pate in a voluntary “Protect Your 


Child” fingerprint program. 


The school board unanimously ap- 
proved the concept last week, paving 
the way for participation in a program 
whose purpose is to assist the author- 
ities just in case the unthinkable 
should happen — the disappearance 


or kidnapping of a child. 


Suzanne Losee, the president and 
founder of San Leandro-based Pro- 
tect Your Child, Inc., explained that 


the service is optional to parents. The 
school district provides facilities and 
the convenience of having the chil- 


| dren assembled in one location. 


_ Only with parental approval and 
signed consent will a child be finger- 
printed; “The fingerprints are re- 
turned to the parents and the parents

While admitting that no hard sta- 
tistics have been collected on the 
problem of child disappearance, Pro- 
tect Your Child estimates that each 
year close to 100,000 American 
youngsters vanish from their homes 
for periods longer than two weeks. 

_ “We are an all-volunteer organiza- 
tion,”’ Losee, who has four and a half 
years experience fingerprinting juve- 
niles for a county sheriff's office, 
said. 

“There is absolutely no cost to the 
district. ... It takes less than 10 mi- 
nutes per child,”’ she said.

Son sought in slaying

L.CERRITO — A murder 

warrant was issued Thursday 

for the 20-year-old son of a 
Norvell Street woman found beaten 
to death in her home. 

Alan Fredericks, 20, is sought on 
a warrant issued by a Superior Court 
Judge Richard L. Patsey. 

Police said evidence at the home, 
plus interviews with neighbors and 
friends made Fredericks the prime 
suspect in the murder of his 53-year- 
old mother, Louise, with whom he 
lived. 

The suspect’s girlfriend, Kim 
Teele, 17, of El Sobrante, is also 
being sought on an accessory to mur; 
der warrant. 

Fredericks has not been seen 
since his mother’s body was dico- 
vered Tuesday morning in her home 
at 1245 Norvell St. Police believe he 
and Teele fled in his mother’s car, a 
brown 1981 Honda Civic, license 
number 1CPL170. 

According to the coroner’s offi- 


cer, Louise Fredericks died of multi- 
ple blows from a blunt object to her 
head, which was covered with a towel 
when she was found. 

Police have not found the mur- 
der weapon. 

Police said Alan Fredericks told 
friends two stories. One was that he 
and his girlfriend were going to visit 
relatives in Southern California. Po- 
lice say they have not shown up 
there. 

The second story, which police 
are following up on now, is that the 
two were going camping in the Feath- 
er River area. A search is under- 
way. * 

Louise Fredericks worked as a 
clerk for the state health department 
in, Berkeley. She was to have re- 
turned from vacation Monday, but 
never showed up. 

Louise Fredericks had three 
other grown children, who all live 
outside of the Bay Area, and her par- 
ents live in the Sierra Foothills. 

Her son had been troubled in

A former De Anza student, 15 years old, said she 
came to the center because she was “cutting a lot.” Her 
aunt, who works for the probation department, recom- 
mended the center in place of continuation school and she 
agreed. 

“T was cutting all through junior high,”’ she said. “It 
took a long time to realize how much I was messing up.” 

A 17-year-old youth said he formerly attended Rich- 
mond High but was kicked out for fighting. He has also 
spent time in a California Youth Authority boys’ ranch for 
auto theft. 

His time in custody, he said, “made me stop and 
think.” He expects to take his high school equivalency 
exam in July. 

The students work in a curtaified upper room at St. 
Luke’s Methodist Church, 3200 Barrett Ave. They sit at 
tables against the wall, two by two or singly. In the middle 
of the room is a table with textbooks, dictionaries, and 
softcover readers on rock and soul, the outdoors, cars and 
other “high interest” subjects. 

They spend an hour each day on math, language arts, 
physical education, and social studies, a basic “‘core’”’ cur- 
riculum. The students work on their own, and they are or- 
derly but not rigidly silent. 

“We build a packet of work for them,” Delcollo said, 
“so they don’t have to compete with their peers.” 


The placement tests, he said, often reveal gaps in 
learning. “Sometimes they never learned to carry when 
adding,’’ he said. Or a student may have failed to learn 
inverting fractions in division. With individual attention, 
Delcollo can correct these problems, “get them,” he said, 
“over a little hump.” 

“Tt’s the bandaid,” he said. “It’s to find out where 
things went wrong.” 


Delcollo, who taught in a public high school for eight 
years, said, “I am familiar with how the system goes. This 
beats it. Within a day or two the kid and I are people to 
each other. They have a certain amount of interaction with 
the teacher and the aide and with each other.” 

But in public schools, he said, the classes are so large 
many students “get lost in the system.”’ Those with unno- 
ticed learning problems fall between the cracks, he said, 
start cutting, pick up friends who are also truant, and get

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SAN FRANCISCO (BCN) — The 
first of an expected wave of lawsuits 
by builders was filed by four Bay 
Area firms in federal court Thursday 
saying they are suffering as a result of 
illegal picketing by striking carpen- 
ters. 


The developers claim construction 
work is being impeded by an illegal 
picket by members of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ers of America and affiliated organi- 
zations who walked off their jobs 
June 16 in 46 Northern California 
counties, including Contra Costa. 


The suits, filed in U.S. District 
Court, seek damages on behalf of 
Kaufman & Broad, Inc.; Ponderosa 


Homes; Broadmoor Homes; and 
Donald Bren Co. 

Alan Garber, an attorney repre- 
senting the developers, said carpen- 
ters have been picketing at ‘‘neutral,” 
secondary entrances set up for non- 
striking workers at the construction 
sites, in violation of federal law. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board has filed suit in federal court 
seeking an injunction to stop the al- 
leged secondary picketing. 

A hearing on the board’s request is 
set for July 26. 

Garber said that although at least 
some construction work is continuing 
at the various work sites, most of 
which are subdivision and condomin- 
ium projects in the East Bay, the de- 


velopers are losing money as a result 
of the carpenters picketing. 
Union officials were not available 
to discuss the strike Thursday. 
Negotiations have been under way 
since the carpenters’ contract expired 
June 15. 


According to Garber, the second- 
ary entrances were set up at the work 
sites so that strikers can picket at one 
entrance and non-striking workers 
from subcontracted companies can 
get to their jobs without crossing a 
picket line at the other entrance.

half years ago and has served as stage manager for several 
of their performances, also hopes the production will dispel 
the fears and misconceptions many people have about 
mental illness. 

Carrie Oyama, a woman in her mid-30’s who is one of 
the group’s newer members, said that breaking through the 
misconceptions and struggling to feel better about herself 
and life is an uphill battle. 

“What keeps me going,” she said during one of her 
monologues in “The Road Back,” “is remembering what I 
did today. And that gives me the most hope — looking 
back and saying, hey, you’re not that bad off as you-were 
then.” 

Moving forward is difficult and frightening, said long- 
standing group member Walter Allen, who recently turned 
50. 


“T guess if you kind of measure (getting better), it’s 
something like a yardstick,” he said at the beginning of the 
group’s performance. “As you reach the halfway mark, it 
gets very frightening and very hard to pass.” 

Emunah founded Beyond Analysis in 1976 and has led 
the group ever since. (For information on the group, call 
397-6061). She says it helps its members get past the half- 
way mark through ongoing drama therapy sessions during 
which time problems and experiences are acted out and 
worked through. 

Previous performances, sponsored in part by a grant 
from the San Francisco Foundation, dealt with life within 
institutions and other related mental health issues. 

By contrast, ““The Road Back” is the happy ending to 
the group’s struggle to begin anew. , 

“It’s good because we’ve gone through this heavy stuff 
and then we come out of it,” said Jane Ortiz, the fourth 
member of Beyond Analysis, who is in her 20’s. “It makes 
you feel really happy to show people a success story.”
